The regulations are proposed for adoption as perma-
nent regulations. A summary of the proposed regula-
tions is as follows:

K.A.R. 71-5-11. The effect of this regulation requires
that during the administration of parenteral conscious
sedation or deep sedation or general anesthesia there
must be continuous monitoring for the presence of ex-
haled carbon dioxide using a capnograph, unless doing
so would be precluded or invalidated by the nature of
the patient, procedure or equipment.

Summary of Economic Impact Statement. This
amendment is not expected to have any economic impact
on governmental agencies or units. It will require Level
II and Level III sedation permit holders to own a cap-
nograph monitoring device with a cost of approximately
$2,000.00. It is anticipated that most all Level III permit
holders already own such a device. It is anticipated that
the economic impact, if any, on the general public will be
extremely minimal.
